“Pending investigation of 
the probation application, Judge 
Warmer continued the time for 
pronouncing of judgment to next 
Monday at 1:30 p.m. 

Dotherrow was represented in 
court yesterday by Attorney Fred 
Duffy. When Judge Warmer ask- 
ed the former special investigator 
for District Attorney George H. 
Johnson, whether there was any 
legal excuse for not pronouncing 
judgment, Duffy answered. 

Larmore to Investigate 

Duffy told the court there was 
no legal excuse for not pronounc- 
ing judgment at this time, but 
that Dotherrow desired to make 
application for probation. Judge 
Warmer then ordered that George 
Larmore, county probation officer, 
investigate the record of Dother- 
row and report to the court next 
Monday on the application fer 
probation. If this is not sufficient 
time for Larmore to conclude his 
investigation,’ Judge Warmer said 
that the pronouncing of judgment 
on Dotherrow again would be 
postponed until Larmore reports. 

Dotherrow was found guilty by 
a jury in Judge Warmer’s court 
late last Friday. The jury took 
only three ballots to convict the 
erstwhile detective, it was an- 
nounced. Dotherrow was indicted 
on the charge of accepting a bribe 
by the county grand jury.

MOVES T0 
COVINA 


The beautiful 100-acre ran- 
cho at the base of San Jose 
hills, one and one-half miles 
southeast of Covina, the prop- 
erty of H. M. Houser, has been 
acquired by the owners of the 
Pasadena Military Academy, | 
Mr. and Mrs. J. H. Henry, tor 
the establishment of the Cali- 
gornia Preparatory Sehool for 
Boys. This important deal has 
been rumored for several weeks 
and it was confirmed by Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry and HL. M. 
liouser. 

This is one of the most im- 
portant transactions which has 
occurred in Covina for many 
years, and will involve the ex- 
penditure of over a quarter of 
a million dollars. It is the 
purpose of Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
to move the Pasadena school 
to this new location, and when 
this is done it will be known 
as the California Preparatory 
School for Boys. The mili- 
tary features of the present 
school will be eliminated. 

The site is in all respects one 
of the most beau‘%i ful in Seu- 
thern California, bemg on a 
high mesa of the San Jose 
hills, facing the Sierra Madre 
mountain range to the north. 

Plans are already being pre- 
pared for the expenditure of 
a quarter of a million dollars 
in buildings, which will in- 
elude an administration build- 
ing, school building, dining 
hall, swimimng pool and gym- 
nasium, three or four dormi- 
tory units, and four or five fac- 
ulty cottages. These buildings 
will be erected on the east end 
| of the mesa, the entire group 
to be of Spanish type, fireproof 
and with every modern conve- 
nience. At the west end of the 
mesa, Mr. and Mrs. Henry pro- 
pose to build their own resi- 
dence, in a corresponding type. 
The outbuildings will be plac- 
ed on the flat below, including 
a dairy building and stables 
for .the riding horses. The 
school will carry on farming, 
producing its own vegetables, 
owning a fine dairy herd. At 
the rear of the school units 
will be a large athletic field. 

The Pasadena Military 
Academy now enrolls 120 stu- 
dent$ and has outgrown its 
present location, which called 
for a change in site. The in- 
itial buildings will be built to 
accommodate 150 students. 
The grades will cover an eight- 
year course, four years of ele- 
mentary work and four years 
of preparatory work. It has 
had a college aceerditing for 
the past five years, and the 





owners expect to make the 
new school conform to the 
uwighest requirements of eas- 


sern colleges. Col. C. M. Wood, 
the present superintendent, 
will continue witi the school 
in its new location, as will al- 
so the entire persounell of the 
present faculty. 

The Pasadena Military 
school was established. eight 
years ago with an enrollment 
of twenty pupils, and has 
| steadily. grown to its present 
size, under the administration 
ot Mr. and Mrs. Henry, the 
latter> being president of the 
imstitution.

Under the new 
standards, the law protects the realtor, who has an adequate 
eontract with the persons for whom he sells property and re- 
quires that a commission shall be paid. That is only fair and 
even under present sgandards, there are many people who 
think that it is ethical to get a tip from a realtor and make 
a sale directly as a. result of that information, without allow- 
ing any commission for it.
